BELVIN W. MAYNARD, 
MEETS HIS DEATH 


Rutland, Vt., Sept. 7.—-Henry A. 


(Daredevil). Smith 
of 
Boston, an 


aeronaut, was killed instantly late 
today, at the Rutland Fair Grounds 
when his parachute 
failed to open 


after he had dropped from a balloon 
at a height of 1,500 feet. 


Four hours earlier Lieutenant Bel- 


vin W. Maynard, known as "The Fly- 
ing Parson," and two 
companions 


were 
killed when their airplane 


crashed at the fair grounds. 


Lieutenant Charles Wood of Ticon- 


deroga, N. Y., and Charles Mionetto 
of New York, a mechanic, were the 
others killed. The plane fell from a 
height of 3,000 feet. 


The aviators went up for a trial 


spin before taking 
passengers for 


flights, as had been their custom dur- 
ing the week the fair has bee,n in 
progress. 


Maynard, the 
pilot, apparently 


misjudged the distance before at- 
tempting a tail spin. The machine 
refused to recover and he then at- 
tempted to throw it into a nose dive. 
This 
also failed 
and 
the plane 


crashed to the field. 


Maynard was alive when spectat- 


ors reached the wreckage, but died 
before reaching a hospital. Wood and 
Mionette were killed instantly. 


The plane had been in the 
air 


about two minutes 
when the 
fatal 


plunge came. The three pilots had 
been maintaining daily 'nights at the 
fair grounds as a "flying circus."
